Representative White, of Nashville, pre- 
senied a resoluticn requiring every club 
in the association to put into the hands of 
the trustees $500 In cold, hard cash as a 
pledge that it woulg@ play the season 
through. Mobile alone objected, Birming- 
ham having a contract with the associa- 
tion made when she joined requiring only 
$250 when the others put up, and $290 before 

the season opened. So prenounced was 
Mobile in her determination not to back 
the $500, and so firm was Naslville in de- 
mancing, that it looked very much like 
there would “be no ball association with 
both of those cities in it. Nashville, how- 
ever, receded somewhat. Dr. White, the 
representative stated that he would lay 
the matter fully before his board o/7 direc- 
tors and give his tinal answer at the ad- 
journed session in Birmingham Sunday, 

The indications are that the matter will 
be adjusted by every club putting up the 
$0) with the possible excepiion of Mobile. 
Mobile may yet see ber way clear to put 
up that $500. 

Notwithstanding the apparent trouble be- 
tween the two towns, Mobile and Nash- 
ville, every city in the association has 
signed a team. One or two of the cities have 
not registered their complement of men, 
but there are members of the organization 
which have taken into camp as many as 
sixteen to eighteen men. Of course none 
of the clubs will think of carrying that 
many men, but will do the weeding process 
before the season opens.

Bix clubs voted to accept this ultimatum, 
but Dr. White would not vote, and the 
league adjourned to meet at Birmingham 
next Sunday. 
The directors, on hearing this report, 
Dnanimously sustained Dr. White, and de- 
cided to not go into the association unless 
all the clubs put up cash and went in on 
an equa) footing. The subscription of each 
Member of the Nashville association was 
ordered returned, and the directorg agreed 
to have nothing to do with any other 
Nashville association if Mobile's terms 
were accepted.

Mr. John T. Cooper Writes of His De- 
lightfal Trip. 


THE RICHES OF THE COUNTRY 


The Cost of Living in the Balmy South- 
ern Country—What Mr. Cooper 
Has Found There. 


Mr. John Tyler Cooper, the well-knewn 
Atlantian, is down in Costa Rica enjoying 
that balmy clime and studying the inter- 
esting natives. 

He went there about two months ago 
on a business trip and he has been most 
favorably impressed with what he has secn. 
He is at San Jose, the capital, but intends 
visiting the imterior of the country. He 
will remain there some months. 

Following is a letter which he has writ- 
ten The Constitution: 

“San Jose, Costa Rica, March 11.—Costa 
Rica is situated between the eighth and 
eleventh degrees of north latitude, and is of 
a Very mountainous character, but between 
the mountains are rivers and Valleys that 
for beauty and fertility I verily believe can- 
not Se excelled anywhere. It is bounded on 
the north by Nicaragua, on the east by 
the Carribbean sea and the Atlantic ocean, 
on the south by the republic of Colombia, 
and on the west by the Pacific ocean. The 
arsa of the country is about 21,000 square 
miles and it contains a population of about 
253,000, ef whom about 7,000 are foreigners, 
consisting of Americans, Germans, Eng- 
lish, French, Italians and Jamaica ne- 
groes, nearly all of the lacvter class being on 
and near the Atlantic coast. There are only 
about 3,000 Indians in the whole republic 
and they live in a different part of the coun- 
try. They are very peaceful and are nearly 
all Roman Catholics, as are also a large 
majority of the Costa Ricans. There are 
only two seasons here—the ‘“‘rainy’’ and the 
“dry,” called respectively winter and sum- 
mer. Although there is hardly any differ- 
ence in the average temperature. The rainy 
season is from May to November and the 
dry season is from December to May. Dur- 
ing the greater part of the rainy season, 
however, in the forenoon and in part of 
the afternoon there is generally sunshine, 
while. during the dry season they occa- 
sionally have short,showers. It is about 
150 miles from.the east coast to the West 
coast in a straight line, and this city is 
about 100 miles from the east coast. They 
have electric lights, telephones and tele- 
graphic facilities here, and it is an exceed- 
ingly interesting and up-to-date city. The 
people are enlightened and glad to receive 
Americans tnto their midst. 

“This city is perfectly healthy and the 
only epedemic of any consequence was the 
cholera of 1857. Cases of malarial fever are 
confined almost entirely to the swampy 
coasts. The principal product of this coun- 
try is coffee, concerning which I will write 
later, when I acquire more information on 
the subject. I leave for another section of 
the republic this week and when I return 
wll be able to give the readers of The Con- 
stitution some interesting facts about the 
fertility of the soil and the habits of the 
lower class of the people. Here are the 
ruling prices of the necessities of life in 
this city. The prices in the country are a 
trifle less than these. These prices 
may appear large, but when it is 
considered that the land is more V ble 
when planted in coffee than in anything 
else it will be seen that the agricultural 
products are not so high after all. These 
prices are in United States currency:

“Pigs are from $4 to $5; fat hogs, from 
$25 to $35; lean cattle, from $16 to $20, salea- 
ble after six months’ feeding on three-quar- 
ters of an acre of land for from $35 to $40. 
A pair of oxen and cart cost about $150. 
Small horses and mules can be had for 
from $0 to $80. All these latter prices are 
in United States gold. One dollar of United 
States currency can be exchanged here 
for $2.50 of Costa Rica paper money.

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1A WIFE'S SAD STORY 


She Tells a Pitiable Tale of Cruel and 
Harsh Treatment. 


SHE WAS GIVEN A DIVORCE 


Her Husband Caused Quite a Scene in 
the Courtroom at a Previous 
Trial, 


Mrs. Mattie Tallulah Webb was granted 
a total divorce yesterday morning in the 
superior court frcm her husband, James 
P. Webb. 

The evidence brought out at the trial 
yesterday, the sensational charges made 
by the wife and the ccnduct of her hus- 
band at a former trial, makes the story 
of the hearing one full of interest. 

James P. Webb was married five years 
ago to Miss Mattie Tallulah Johnson, and 
all indications show that the marriage 
was not conducive to the happiness of 
either of the contracting parties, and the 
bliss which is usually the dream of pros- 
brides was ruthlessly shattered 
soon after the marriage vows were said. 

Mrs. Webb is an unusually beautiful 
little wonran and she had been on the wit- 
ness stand not- many minutes before she 
had the sympathy of the jury. She told 
her sad life story with a sobbing voice and 
her slight frame shook with emotion. She 
told of the nuptials and the happy life 
she had dreamed of’ and then between 
sobs dramatically described the scene 
which followed the marriage ceremony. 

She said she had always been a dutiful, 
faithful wife, doing the best she couid 
and always trying to prove to her hus- 
band the love which she had in her 
heart. She said she was perfectly happy 
until her husband began to abuse her and 
mistreat her; then it was that she drank 
deep of the bitter cup of life. She did all 


pective 


she could to win back his love, but utter- 


ly failed, and on account of his intemper- 
ance and cruelty, she, was compelled to 
leave him and seek the protecting roof 
of her father. 


Charged Cruel Treatment. 

She alleged that she was inhumanly 
and cruelly treated by her husband on 
many occasions. At night he would go 
home and after swearing and abusing her 
in violent words, he would repeatedly 
threaten her life and she was constantly 
in dread of personal injury. 

On one occasion while she was in a deli- 
cate condition, he caught her in his arms 
and throwing her across a lounge, alnrost 
choked her to death. This Mrs. Webb 
Says was the cause of the death of her 
infant which was born a few days later. 

With her dead babe lying at her side, 
she says her husband walked from the 
house and deserted her and that her 
father paid the expenses of tne burial of 
her child and cared for her untfl she was 
able to attend to her own work. 


Promised To Reform. 


Mrs. Webb stated that her husband made 
promises of reformation and that on Oc- 
tober 11, 1894, he and she again began life 
together. She-says he began to drift rapid- 
ly back into his old ways and in a short 
time was worse than ever before and his 
conduct was intolerable. 

After having tried for several months 
the wife claims she was compelled to 
leave him and seek the protection and 
‘Support of her father. She says her 
husband was constantly drunk and during 
the entire time they were married he only 
supported her fifteen months. 

She asked the court that she be granted 

a total divorce and that her maiden name 
he restored to her. The jury was out 
only a short time and returned with a ver- 
dict-in her favor. 


Exciting Scenes in Court. 


Several, months ago the wife of Webb 
brought. suit against hinr for alimony. The 
vase was heard in the superior court be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin. 

Mrs. Webb was on the witness stand and 
was telling of the treatment which she 
had received at the hands of her husband. 
Webb quickly arose from the chair which 
he was occupying and in a loud and angry 
voice, exclaimed: 

‘Madam, you are a liar!’ 

The courtroom was endo in a state 
of great excitement. Webb was, furious 
and his face was white with rage. 

An attorney and a bailiff caught hold 
of the man and he was hustled out of the 
courtroom by a ba*iff.. He was fined for 
contempt of court and was sent to jail 
for seven days by Judge Lumpkin. 


BOOK THIEF HELD. 


Sam Davis Will Be Prosecuted in the 
State Courts Today. 


Sam Davis, the young negro who is 
charged with stealing a lot of valuable 
books, is still held at the police station. 
He will be given a preliminary hearing be- 
fore a justice of the peace today.

RUBE JENKINS, AN ALLEGED 
FIREBUG, LOCKED UP. 


He Is Crazy and Has Been Charged 
with Burning Houses—Should 
Be in an Asylum.

When the houses were burned near 
East Point the negro had been seen in 
them shorcly before _ the fire. 


ATLANTA’S NEWEST WARD. 


Politically speaking West End has sur- 
rendered her autonomy to Atlanta and has 
united her energies in building up and 
magnifying the greatness of greater At- 
lanta, but in her religious conditions and 
accommodations she has not only preserv- 
éd a distinct individuality but has, as it 
Were, @ separate community for religious 
exercises. The Presbyterians, the Method- 
ists, the Baptists and the Episcopalians 
all have elegant churches. The new Epis- 
copal church—the Church of the Incarna- 
tion—now in process of construction on Lee 
Street, will be completed at an early day 
and will be a conspicuous ornament in 
church architecture. West End boasts of 
a citizenship of church-going people. 


There is only one ward in the city—and 
that the most populous in the city—that 
has surpassed West End in the number 
and character of improvements during the 
past year. The new ward is emphatically 
a community of homes. Ex-Mayor Good- 
win has recently purchased a handsome 
and elevated building site on Ashby street, 
on which he will erect a home with all the 
modern improvements. 


Mr. and Mrs. C. T. Ladson have gone to 
Florida and Mr. J.T. Dargan is at Fort 
Myers enjoying the thrilling excitement of 
tarpon fishing. 


Some of the ward politicians of the city 
were surprised a. year ago to find that 
West End was not a very promising field 
for political missionaries. A story of their 
experience vividly illustrates the new 
ward’s type of citizenship. 

Soon after the annexation of West End 
to Atlanta an important election occurred, 
and one of the leading candidates summon- 
ed his clans and detailed them to work at 
the polls on election day. After assigning 
his various strikers among the six older 
wards, he called up his faithful lieutenant, 
John —-, who had been tried in many a 
hard fought campaign. ‘‘John,’’ said he, 

“vou go out to the new ward and show the 
West Enders how to vote.’ 

John speeded to West End, took his stand 
at the polling place ready to enlighten 
every voter that approached the polls. He 
worked earnestly and vigorously for two 
hours. He tried argument, persuasion, per- 
sonal appeal, threats and some filthy lu- 
cre, but all without avail. At that juncture 
an acquaintance who had observed his 
continued failure stepped up to him and 
said: “John, that won’t work out here. 
Every voter in West End has made up his 
mind before he leaves his home.”’ 

John boarded the first passing car and 
hurried to his ‘‘boss’’ exclaiming: ‘‘I can’t 
do anything with them d—d West Enders.”’ 

“Why? said the boss, 

“Just because every man does his own 
voting out there.”’ 

“Well, John, you better run over to the 
— ward, I reckon, and swing the boys 
where they are not so d—d particular how 
they vote.’”’ 

All of which is a marked tribute to the 
type of citizenship in Atlanta’s newest 
ward. It is the last resort of a ward poli- 
tician or political bummer when he comes 
to West End to ply his vocation. 


Among the recent social features of West 
End is the “U. 8. K.’’ Cooking Club, which 
besides its periodic business meetings at 
which are discussed the “art culinary’’ in 
all its ramifications, occasionally has so- 
cial entertainments. Its next social] reunion 
will occur on Friday evening, March 20th, 
at the residence of J. T. Dargan, on Lucile 
avenue,

NEW HOUSE GOING Wiss 


Exact Duplicate of the Crew 
Schoolhouse Being Built. 


— ed 


ERECTED BESIDE THE OLD ONE 


Decided Upon To bi Provide for the Over- 
flow of Children in That Section 
of the City. 


Yesterday a corps of workers began 
srading the grounds on the left of Crew 
street schoolhouse, where @ new sec. nool 
building will be put up at once, 

At a called meeting of the board of 
education held last Saturday it was de- 
cided to build another school building on 
the lot owned ‘by the city between the 
present Crew street school building and 
Clarke street. The contract was let to 
Mr. W. W. McAfee & Co., contractors and 
builders, and yestePday hands were put 
to work grading the lot for the new 


building. 

For some time past it has been evident 
that the school buildings of the city must 
be enlarged to accommodate all the chil- 
dren. Not long ago four new schoolrooms 
were added to Fair street school, and in 
this way the children in that portion of 
the city are now given more room at 
school. Before these were built the build- 
ing would not well accommodate all the 
scholars, but now everything has been 
made perfectly comfortable. 

“Last year there were at least 2,000 
children in the city that we did not have 
room enough for in the schools,”’ said 
Professor Slaton yesterday, “and we have 
had under consideration for some time the 
building of another school somewhere in 
the city. So we just decided to build a 
new school building on Crew street, side 
by side with the present building. This 
we thought was the best that could be 
done. The board decided this upon my 
recommendation. We knew of no better 
plan. I think we will keep up the progress 
of Atlanta by keeping on building.” 

The new Crew strect school building 
will be exactly the same size and built 
from the same plan as the present one. 
They will stand side by side as twin in- 
stitutions cf education. The new building 
will cost $7,600, and will be erected at once 
by W. W. McAfee & Co. It will be vom- 
pleted before the new Bovs’ High school, 
which is now tnder course of construc- 

When the new school building is com- 
pleted Crew street school will have double 
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street school, the largest in the city, now 
has. One principal will govern the whole 
school, but there will be seven new teach- 
ers selected to teach in the new building. 
The new school will have eight comfor- 
table rooms, will be two stories high, and 
have all necessary small rooms and halls. 
The action of the board in building a 
new school will greatly relieve the crowd- 
ed condition at the Crew street school, 
and at several other schools in that neigh- 
borhood, if they get too crowded, those 
nearest to Crew street can attend that 
school. In a few more years there will, 
in all probabilftty, be many of the other 
schools doubled. The new school is to be 
built entirely separate from the old one, 
but there will be only an alley: between 
tnem.
